DISMAL PROPHECIKS. 


What Zadkiel Says Will Happe. to Us 
Next Year. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

“Zadkiel’s Astrological Almanac” for 1882 
has just appeared in endon. From the fact 
that several of the predictions made by Z1d- 
kiel for the year passed were fulfilled, those 
for the coming year are attracting consider- 
able attention. In his preface the author 
says: ‘The twelve months that have roiled 
away since we last addressed the public have 
been prolific in the manifestations of plane- 
tary influence. The most autocratic ruler ia 
Europe, after having escape the bullets of 
the would-be assassins for many years, has 
at last fallen a victim to the bombs of the 
Nihilists, in the year which we foretold would 
be bis last on earth.”

“Venus and Mercury 
in the meridian will improve tride and 
commerce,’’ yet, inasmuch as Saturn is the 
second house, we are told that “‘the revenue 
will be deficient.” The position of Murs in

What Our Railways are Expected to 
Accomphish in Time 
Correspondence Troy (N. ¥.) Times. 
Considerable interest is manifested in the 
new, limited trains now running between 


| New York and the West, and having nearly 


completed a journey to and from Chicago by 
this special fast service, your correspondent 
wiil briefly give the readers of the Times the 
benefit of his experience and observation. By 
the magnificent Central-Hudsoa and Lake 
Shore route, over which the journey was 
made, the echedule time is accomplished with 
perfect ease. More stops are made than the 
public was given to understand was contem- 
plated, and onthe westward trip the train 
‘‘waited for time” at nearly all stopping 
places. Twenty-five minutes for supper and 
the same for breakfast consumed 50 minutes, 
which seemed quite unnecessary, as the din- 
ing-car or the service of meals in baskets (as 
dinner was served at Albany,  tastily

angher cars) would be quite satisfactory to 
the passengers. This, with the time con- 
sumed by several stops at smaller stations, 
seems hardly consistent with rapid through 
service, and does not make it all that our 
fancy bad painted, and the traveling public 
will bardly be satisfied with the present fast 
service so long as a faster service is pos- 
sible.

These specia] fxst trains by reasonof their 
right of way and extra perfect construction 
are really the safest totravel upon,and al- 
though now considered experimental, your 
correspondent ventures the propbecy that 
the present fast service East and West will 
be not only continued, but considerably im- 
proved upon at no distant date. 

Having studied British en:’*nes and coach- 
es, and experienced with what ease and 
safety such equipments can move at very bizh 
speed, heis decidedly confident that Ameri- 
can railway managers have only jist com- 
menced their battie against time. ‘I'he Brit- 
ish locomotive, With its eight or nine foot 
single pair of driving wheels reaching nearly 
to the top ofthe boiler, looks very uncouth, 
aud the little low staye-fashioned passenger 
coaches Jook odd, but for speed,if not for 
comfort, they excel all others. Such 
equipments upon our great Central Hud- 
son Lake Shore route would easily reduce 
the time between New York and Chicago six- 
teen hours; and with an equally good road-bed 
through to the Pacific coast would require 
but three days between New York and San 
Francisco, or but twenty days from New 
York to New York around the world, were it 
possible to span the globe with such a road- 


way. 

This speed is within the possibility of Brit- 
ish equipments as studied some years ago. 
What may we not expect now that our own 
American railway managers have fairly taken 
up this question of rapidrunning? Hereto- 
fore our newer road-beds would not admit of 
great speed, but now they are settled and 
smooth anu long, and comparatively straight, 
and soon we shall be flitting over them at the 
rate of a hundred miles in as many minutes.

Shortening the Road to China. 
“*” From the London Times. 


Human nuity has of late years been 
frequentl rected to the task of cutting 


canals through the narrow isthmuses to be 
found at numerous spots over the globe, and 
since the successful completion of the Suez 
Canal engineers bave devoted their attention 
with entbusiasm toesimilar schemes in other 
quarters of the world. Already we are prom- 
ised within a reasonabie period waterways 
throveh the Isthmuses of Panama and 
Corinth, and now it is stated that a plan is on 
foot for cutting a canal througb the Isthmus 
of Kraw. AS this last undertaking is one of 
very considerable importance to the Eastern 
commerce of this country, and as its full sig- 
nificance is certainly not appreciated, if even 
it be known, it may not be uninteresting to 
explain tne objects which the promoters of 
euch a scheme might have in view, and the 
consequences Which would naturally follow its 
successful accomplishment. 

If the reader will turntothe map of the 
Indo-Chinese Peninsula he will find, where 
the broad red line of British territory reaches 
its southern limitin the Province of Tenas- 
serim, the small stream of the Pakehan, 
situated on the spur of a mountain range, 
and in territory where the authority of Ma- 
layan States encroaches upon that of Siam. 
The town or village of Pakchan bas also been, 
and in future is likély to be, béttér known as 
Kraw. At this point the Malayan Peninsula, 
which stretches southward for 500 miles to 
Singapore, is atits narrowest breadth, and 
the distance across from the side of the In- 
dian Ocean to that of the China Seas is fur-

A ORACK SHOP. 


The Most Wonderful Rifie-Shooting on 


Record. | 
Brom the California Advertiser. 

Prince Otto, the boy chief of the Nez Perce 
Incians,the protege of Capt. M wcDunald,and, 
witbout exception, the most w onderful rifle 
shot in the world, gave an exhibition of rifle- 
shooting at Piatt’s Hall last week that was far 
superior to the best work ever done by Car- 
ver or Dr. Ruth. The audfence was select, 
and included several Eogiisb, Freneb, Rus- 
sisn and Italian officers, and every one pres- 
ent Was salistied at the close of the exhibition 
that they had witnessed the most wonderful 
feats ever performed with arifle. After 
going through a manualof arms that would 

uzzle the oldest militia General in the 

pion, Otto commenced shooting. A frame- 
work was built upon the stage, within which 
were a number of swinging giass‘balls. Upon 
the rear plankment was suspended the figure 
ofa map, life size. A five-cent piece was 
placed upon the top of the head of this 
figure. Otto’s back being tothe object, the 
word ‘‘about” was given, aud the coin was 
pierced through the center. He then put 
down his rifle six feet from where he stood, 
turned a somersault, caught his rifle again, 
tired, andcut the string of the suspeuded 
tigure at which he had previously fired. 

A pistol-barrel was then placed in a smal! 
frame; behind this was fixed a razor, with 
the edge facing the audience. Oa each side 
of this razor was a glass ball securely placed. 
The pistol-barre), razor and balls were 
matked with a covering of white cloth. The 
boy was then blindfolded and his back turned 
to the object. ‘lhe ‘‘about face”? was given, 
when he fired down through the pistul-har- 
rels, split bis single rifle bail upon the razor’s 
edge, and broke both glass bails on the right 
and left. This remarkable feat was per- 
formed bythe boy’s sense of location. Tueu 
a loaded pistol was placed diagonally from 
where Oto stood. Three bails Were yet 
swinging in contrary directions. Octo fired, 
hit the trigger of the pisto', and broke the 
three balis. Eight metal balls were then 
screwed on the ten-foot frame. Ou the sides 
below and above balis were set swinging in 
every direction. MacDonald stood in frontof 
the boy, who then fired over his head, and at 
each side of him, and between his Knees, 
breaking the balls from any and every part 
where tbey were suspended behind MacDon- 
ula’s back. A turget Was then put up be- 
hird MacDonald’s back. The boy went 
through the same parformance, standing op- 
po:ite MacDouuld, and rang the bell (which 
is placed at the extreme rear) at every shot 
by carromipg on the metal balls. Six small 
ligbted tapers were then arranged upon a 
stender perpendicular pole; then, whiie in 
the various postures of vaulting and tum- 
dling, Otto extinguished each respective light 
with pis rifle. G.ass balls were thrown up in 
the air in every conceivable direction. These 
Otto broke promiscuously withuut any sight 
at all, for a large business-card was fastened 
over the point of his rifle. , 

This description of shooting he considers 
the most simple, and, though wonderful to 
the spectator, scarcely worthy his own 
prowess. Otto’s average in this class of 
shooting is 98 out of 100. Otto placed his 
weapon at a point distant six feet from him; 
then, at the word ‘‘ready,’”? two glass balis 
were thrown in the air. He tumbied, caught 
his rifle, fired and broke both of these balls 
with one shot, Twelve glass balls were placed 
upon a perpendicular pole in exact rotation. 
Otto loaded,fired and|broke —_ one ofthem 
in twelve seconds. Otto’s favorite weapon is 
the Winchester rifle, one of which, in token 
of admiration, was presented to him by the 
Winchester Rifle Company. To close the 
performance Otto, while his_ left arm was se- 
curely tied to his side, loaded, aimed, fired 
and broke a large number of glass bails with 
his right arm.

Certainly te do,?? the dentist replied; 
‘and I do not hesitate to say that the first set 
of teeth needs more care than the teeth of 


crown people. I know people say to them- 
selves baat the first set will soon drop out to 


lace for the permanent teeth, and 
erates money spent in keeping the milk- 
teeth in repair will be tbrown away. That is 
a mistake. The temporary teeth are smaller 
thanthe permanent, and of less firm and 
sold texture, and it is a popular fual- 
lacy that tbe child’s teeth are _ to 
be got out of the way as s00n as 
possible, in order to give the 
teeth that foliow a better chance. If a first 
tooth begins to decay, the first impulse of 
parents isto haveit pulled. Wrong again. 
If you take in your hand a skull of a child 
<ix years old,’’ here the dentist took just 
such a sku) in his band, “‘you will see why 
nrst teeth should be kept sound as possible, 
by artificial filling if necessary, and should be 
kept in the mouth asiong as possible. The 
permanent set begins to appear and take the 
place of the first set when the child is be- 
tween five ands x years old. Now, at the 
ave of six all of the first set are yet in place, 
and the sixth year molars are just pushing 
through. You see ali of these little pockets.” 
Jiere the dentist removed the surface of 
the jawbone of the skull and reveaied 
a little bony sack at the root of each 
temporary tooth. “In those little pockets 
are formed the permanent teeth, and while 
they are forming the roots of the temporary 
teeth are gradually eaten away by a process 
called absorption, until only the crowns of 
the temporary teeth remain, and they are 
yeadyto be pushed out by those coming up 
from below. At this stage of the growth itis, 
of course, unnecessary to attempt to fill any 
of the temporary teeth; but when, as in in- 
trances I have known, children’s teeth begin 
to decay When they are two or three years 
old, the roots mav become decived, aud by 
the process of absorption a harmful sub- 
stance istaken upintothe biood, and even 
-oes intothe formation of the second and per- 
wanentset. To neglect the first set then is to 
insure toothache in after years.” 

‘‘T)o the milk teeth crumble nowadays be- 
fore they ought to in consequence of eating 
sugar??? 

“They do crumble, but not entirely from 
eating, sugar or anything eise. Young In- 
dians’ teeth don’t crumble. They don’t eat 
artificial dishes. The trouble with our 
children’s teeth is thut mothers do no not 
eat enough bone-producing food, and the 
children’steeth are poor from their birth. 
Uf course sugar-eating and ice water or hot 
tca drinking help decay.” 

“What food should children eat in order 
that their teeth may be sound?” 

‘*Oat meal orbread made from unbolted 


flour is best, and a chiJd with an unpampered 


appetite calls for natural food.” 
‘‘Whatisthe usual filling employed? Is 
cola ever used??? 
-“T use gold sometimes, but some dentists 
declare against it, because, they sav, the 
pounding of the gold into the tooth while 
plugging it tends to shatter or warp the 
littie tender jaw bones, and thus to cause 
irrecularity in the permanent set when it 
makes its appearance. Others object that an 
inflammation may be setup by the pounding 
on the jaw which may result seriously for the 
little patient. My theory is that the bone is 
so soft thatit will not be injured at all, but 
even if it is, the recuperative powers of youth 
will repair the damages. The common ma- 
terial used for filling a child’s tooth is gutta 


percha, There are half a dozen fillings in 
use, any one of which wil! do. Tne main 


p  intis to arrest decay.” 

“tlow are parents to know when it is nec- 
essary to take their children to a dentist?” 

The dentist smiled. ‘*They can’t know,” 
he said. .**The only wavy is to take the child 
toa good dentist when it is two years old. 
ifitsteeth don’t need attention thenthe 
dentist will say so, and charge notbing. 
Twice or three times a year a chi!d should be 
taken toa dentist, Whereas an adult need not 
co more than once a year.” 

“Should children be taught to use a brush 
on their teeth?’ 

‘*Certainly they should, just as much as an 
aluit. A boy usually grabs his brush, wipes 
iionce or twice across his frontteeth, zivesa 
vurried jab to his molars, and rushes off to 
pilav. When he loses his teeth he will wish 
he had taken care of them. Little children 
are'restless in the dentist’s chair after they 
have been init for three minutes. I give 
them short sittings and frequent rests. I 
nover decieve a cbild and hurt it when itis 
led to believe that nothing whatever is going 
iohbappen. JT use them gently, and talk sen- 
‘iiivtothem. You wouldn’t believe it, but 
lL have children customers who look forward 
to coming hereand getting into that chair! 
Sometimes it’s all I can do to keep their little 
heads still, for when the burr goes they want 
to play they are locomotives or steamboats 
or something that goes. No,I never use an- 
wsthetics on cnildren, and I very rarely pull 
atooth forthem. These are shed so natur- 


ally and painlessly that they are disposed of 


a home.’?

to the pest-house, and two other cases have 
been found in another part ofthecity. Ac- 
tive measures have been taken by the Board 
of Health to prevent the spread of the dis- 
Cause.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispaten: 
On last Saturday the worthy chairman of the 
St. Louis Pedagogical Society read a paper on 


‘*Resding in School.’’ After the reading, u 
discussion tollowed, and one gentlemen put 
himself on record and is responsible for the 
following. 

Speuking of elocution in its relation to 
reading, he says: ‘‘Elocution, as a study in 
connection with reading, should not be taught 
in tbe public schools any more than theology. 
Time was wasted inteaching pupils to read 
eloquently in parrot style, instead of or 
them to read witha knowledge ofthe use aa 
power of words.’’ 

Now, Mr. Editor, you have ever opened your 
columns to right and wrong, and therefore I 
ask that you gylow me just space enough to 
define elocution to the end, that I at least will 
not stand before this community as a disci 
ple of any system of the poll-parroty order. 

Elocution is the natu al expression of thought 
by speech and gesture. Natural must be un- 
derstood as applying to our highest or God. 
nature, and shoul@ be carefully distinguished 
from babit? or second nature. The term ex- 
pression is strengthened, if understood to in- 
clude conveyance or passage, as of abody 
fiom one placeto another. hought has here 
its broadest application, and signifies feeling 
98 well as sentiment. We should 
convey not only the idea contained in the 
thought, we should also convey the iinpres- 
sion made upon us bythe thought. 

Speech covers every intelligent use of the 
organs of speech, articulate and inarticulate, 
whispered and vocal. 

Gesture concerns position and facial expres- 
sion, as well as movements of the body. 

Thus it will be seen that correct elocutionary 
training is the subordination of the entire 
physical being to the service of mind and 
spirit, thought being the product of the inner 
or spiritual man, and speech and gesture its 
natural outlet through the exterior or phys- 
ical man.

Speeches of the Counsel in the John- 
son-Boland Trial. 


Messrs. Noland, Chandler and 
Krum Address the Court. 


Instructions to the Jury Who Will 
Aseess the Punishment 
If Guilty. 


Scenes in Court this Morning—The Case 
Given to the Jury—Proceedings. 


The taking of testimony in the Boland per- 
jury case was coacluded yesterday, the de- 
fendant himself being the last witness on the 
stand, andinthe opinion of all present, and 
even of part ot his own counsel, doing himself 
more harm than anybody who had yet been 
before the court. Heimpressed everybody most 
unfavorably not only by the matter but also 
by the manner of his testimony. He assumed 
an air of nonchalance, almost of defiance, and 
glared at counsel for the prosecution and the 


principal ee witness asifhe desired 
to look a red-hot hole through the entire 
orowd. He was redder than everin the face, 
bis tongue was thick, and there was lack 
of carefulness and thoughtfulness’. in 
the way he went on, His_ testimony 
amounted to areiteration of the statements 
contained in his affidavit. He insisted that he 
had met Charlie Jobnson at the time and place 
and inthe manner therein indicated. He had 
asmall book which he tried to read from. 
When asked what the book was, he said it was 
a copy of amemorandum book in which he 
bad entered the circumstances of his meeting 
with Jobnson. He hadthe original book at 
home and had told his boy to 
bring it. Then he said he hadn't 
seen his boy for some time. It wasthe same 
aboutthe letter. The testimony was self- 
contradicting pretty much ali the way oon ; 
and it impressed everybody as being anything 
but favorable to the defendant. 

The court listened to the suggestions of 
counselin regard tothe instructlonsfor the 
jury and then announced that an adjournment 
would be had until 10:s0ja. m. to-day,when the 
instructions would be ready and counsel could 
begin argument. By agreement each side 
wus giventwo hoursin which to make argu- 
ment. 

THIS MORNING. 

The court room was crowded when the ease 
wascalled to-day. Johnson had a gleam of 
the coming triumph in his countenance. Bo- 
land was subdued, reticent and retiring. The 
defendant’s counsel was thinking up his 
speech. The prosecuting counsel were in the 
Judge’s room when thejury walkedintocourt. 
Mr. Ambs, the sick man of last night, seemed 
to have recovered from the effects of the trial, 
and was in his seat again, blooming fresh 
and ready to withstund the promised lengthy 
speeches that remained to close the case. 

THE COURT'S INSTRUCTIONS 
were as follows: 

lhe jurors are instructed that if thev believe 
and find from the evidence bevood a reasona. 
ble dor bt that the defendant in the city of St. 
Louis, State of Missour1, within One year next 
before the filing of the information in this 
cause did, wilfully,corruptly and falsely,before 
one William H. Yeaton, then anathere a no 
tary public within and for tbe city and 
State, and having full authority and 
being duly empowered by law to 
administer oaths within said city, under 
oath voluntarily wake a certain false affidavit 
and statement of and concerning an interview 
or conversation purporting to pave been had 
by and bet ween the defendant and one Charles 
P. Jobnson some time in the latter part of 
January, on or about the firet of February in 
tbe year it8l, with the intent and for the pur- 
pose of detaming the reputation and charac- 
ter of thesaid Charles P. Johnson, or in order 
and for the purpose that the said affidavit 
and statement might or should be used, 
read and intreduced in a certain investiga- 
then about,to-wit,ontne eighth day of Novem 
ber A. D. 1381, to be begun before William L. 
Ewing, Edward C. Simmons, Alexander Kin- 
kead and John H. Maxon, who werethen and 
there Police Commissioners of the said city of 
St. Lovis, touching and concerning the dis- 
charge of their official duties in the detection 
and punishmeat ot the offense of gambhing in 
said citv, and touching and concerning the 
conduct and discharge of public duties by the 
police force of said city in regard tothe detec- 


tion, prevention and punishment of 
said offense of gambling ia the 
said city; and that the said af- 


fidavit and statement was wilfully and cor- 
ruptly false—then the jurors must find the 
defendant guilty of the offense as charged in 
the info» mation. The court instructs the jury 
that while thelaw presumes the affidavit of 
the defendant set out in the information to be 
true until proven to be untrue by satisfactory 
eviderce, and while in order to convict the 
deferdant under the charge laid in theinform- 
ation, the State should satisfy the jury beyond 


a reasonable doubt of § the truth of 
the chai ge by more testimony than 
that of the accusing witness, 


ret 
testimony in support of that ofthe acousia 
witness is only required to be strongl and 
clearly corroborative of such witness, and may 
be found by the jary inthe statements of other 
witnesses if such there are, or may be drawn 
from any facts or circumstsnces developed in 
the case which satisfy the jury of the guilt of 
the defendant. 

If the jury find the defendant guilty, as 
chargedin the information, they will assess 
his punishment at imprisonment in the city 
jail not lessthan six menthsor bya fine not 
less than five hundred doilars. 

If the jury have reason to believe - that any 
witness has willfully and corruptly testified 
false to any material factin the case they may 
discard the whole testimony of such witness. 

The teim ‘‘willfully’’ as used in the in- 
tormation means intentionally ; the term ‘‘cor- 
ruptly’’ as used in the information implie? the 
making cfa false affidavit with knowledge on 
the part of the party making it that the 
on contained inthe affidavit are un- 

rue. 

The rest of the instructions had been sug- 
gusted bythe defense. They insisted that the 
jury should findnot onlythatthe defendant 
had mace its false affidavit, but caused it to 
be put to usein defaming Johnson’s charac- 
terr The good character ef the defendant 


should be taken into considera: 
tion. In order to convict they 
must find the circumstantial 


evidence equal to the testimony of one wit- 
ness. Tie court instracted the jury that, be- 
fore they Could convict the defendant upon 
circumstatial testimony, such testimony must, 
in the belief of the jury, exclude every other 
reasonable by pothesis except that of defend- 
ant’s guilt. 
MR. NOLAND 

opened the argument for the prosecution. He 
began by reviewing the career of the defend- 
ant—his elevation to the position of Police 
Commissioner—his decapitation—his present 
position behind the bar of a Sixth street saloon, 
a prisoner with his family around him and dis- 

ace stasing himintheface. On the other 

aid there was Chas. P. Johnson, who begau 
life in a printing office, as a _ printer’s 
boy. He had by. his own merits 
attained to high position in the community, 
representing the people among the lawmak- 
ers of the State and couaty, and having at all 
times the respect and esteem and confideace 
of everybody inthe commuoity. His family 
was heiein court, as was also the family of 
Morgan Boland. They were present oppesed 


to each other, andthe jury could see the dif- 
ference, But Chas. . Johnson and 
Morgan Boland were mere units in 


thiscommunity. It was not the interests or 
actions ot individual men, inas far as them- 
selves alone were concerned, that they were to 
deal with.

It had been ew frained, this 
aftidavit. Morgan Boland knew that Johnson 
was aman offamily and naturally supposed 
he would come down from Jefferson to 
stop over Sunday. Hence he selected Satur- 
day night forthe time on which to fix his 
alleged offense. If Johnson,yhad made such 
a proposition, Boland, being ja strong and 

owerful and honest man strould have struck 
bim down. Any honest man, woul‘ strike down 
apvother who made such an infamous proposi- 
tion. The speaker then stated that there was 

lenty of cerroborative evidence to establish 

efendant’stguilt. Then his own evidence was 
self-convicting. Did he not resent a 
most pitiable picture on the stand. He was 
almost helpless. Have you the letter? he was 
asked. Yes, he answered; he was going to 
bluff it through. But he did not producethe 
letter; he could not. The speaker reviewed 
defendant’s testimony concerning the memo- 
randum book in the same critical way. Ds- 
fendant claimea to have an excellent mem- 
ory—be could remember things for ten y#ars. 
Yet he had a memorandum book in which he 
dotted down important events in his life. He 
could produce this memorandum book in 
court. The court offered to allow him to go and 
getit. Hecould notdo it- Do you think he 
bad any such memorandum book? Do vou 
think there was any necessity for a diary or 
memorandum book whena mao had such 
an excellentmemory that he could remember 
ome forten years? Do you not think he 
would remember such important events as 
those involved in the present trial if he cared 
jor his reputation? Had he such a slight mem- 
ory that when he was denouning Charles P. 
Johnson in Jefferson Citv he had forgotten this 
attempt to bribe him? He then said nothing 
aboutit. If Boland did not know a great deal 
about gambling, how had he arrived at the in- 
fo: mation that the gamblers were an infiuential 
body and cculd raise a large sum, as was stated 
in the affidavit? There was no evidence that 
defendant was On such terms of intimacy with 
Mr. Jobneon as to vall him ‘‘Charlie.’’ All the 
evidence tended to show that they were not on 
intimate terms. He wound up with a poetica) 
quotation calling upon the defendant to ‘‘blush 
as ape?jurer.’’ 


Mr. Noland completed his remarks as fol- 
Jows: ‘‘In conclusion let me say that when 
Morgan Boland —" to pen this affidavit the 
very whiteness of tne paper should have 
caused him to hesitate before he stained its 
purity with this foul slander—the very black- 
ness of tne ink he used should have remindea 
him of his own  »pertidious purpose— 
the solemnity of his oath should have caused 
bis arm to paralyze and struck mute his 
torgue before he called on God to witness his 
villainy, and in dismissing him from further 
comment I will say:

Mr. Chandler then spoke for the defense. He 
began pleasantly by referring tothe despera- 
tion of the prosecutor’s case, or the love- 
struckness of the counsel when they were 
obliged to quote poetry.

What a gloricus millennial time this would be! 
There were courts, and pdlice, ana marshals, 
and sheriffs to keep the city in order, but us 
ood time was coming when we would have 
nw and order and peace and happiness with- 
out these agencies. Charles P. 
was vot a reformer; no. It was a 
fraud, asham, afalse pretense. They wanted 
the tongue ofthe slanuerer silenced. Why, 
Johnson had caused more slander and scandal 
in the community than anybody elseinit. He 
had attacked the characters and reputations 
of men iwthis country who were his superiors 
in every way. He had cast his 
expressions broadcast and had ~spar- 
ed nobody when it wis to his 
interest tosmirch. This was the kind of re- 
formation that was being effected by the re- 
former Chas. P. Johnson, who was fumiliarly 
called ‘‘Charlie.’’

A Bond Tangle Which the Experts are 
at Work Upon. 


In the Supreme Court of the State yester- 
day come up the long talked-of case of Ros- 
well G. Ralston, Heman Dowd and Oren Root, 
Jr., trustees, against Phil. E. Chappell, State 
Treasurer, better known as the Hannibal and 
St. Joe bond case. George Easley, the 
attorney for the Hannibal and 8&t. Joe 
opened the argument by a statement of al] 
matters involved. The act of the 
General Assembly of Missouri, ap- 
proved February 20, 1865, authorizing the 
Hannibal and St. Joe Company to issue $3,- 
(00,000 worth of bonds, and providing for 
their payment,was first read, after which the 
: ct certified over the Governor’s veto De- 


cember 10, 1865, modifying the first statute. 


was also referred to. It was stated that all 
interest due upon the bonds issued and loan- 
ed up to Januarv 1, 1881, had been paid, that 
the $3,000,000 in 6 per cent bonds was issued 
April 30, 1881, and the company transferred, 
by mortgage, allits effects to Roswell G. 


Ralston, Heman Dowd and Oren G. I[odot, 
Jr., trustees, to secure the bonds subject to 
liens and liabilities existing in favor of the 
State at the time. Withthe proceeds of the 
sale and from other sources the said 
trustees paid. into’ the hands of the 
State Treasurer on June 20, 18381, 
$3,090,000. They then demanded a certificate 
from the Treasurer that the 
Hannibal and St. Joe had paid allthe claims; 
ofthe State against it. The Treasurer refuses 
to do this and will ontv receipt for the pay- 
ment on account of the statutory mortgage 
which the State holds againstthe H.& St. J. 
without this certificate the rail- 
road cannot get conveyance of the State’s 
lien, and the bondholders consequently are 
without security for the paymentof their 
bonds. It is further alleged that the com- 
pany is not indebted to the State. 

The respondent demurs on the ground that 
the petition shows upon its face tuat the re- 
lators have not paid intothe treasury of the 
State a sum equal to all indebtedness due or 
owing by said company to the State. 

Mr. McEasley then proceeded to argue that 
the sum of money designated inthe act was 
$3,000,000. 

If the payment was not enough to entitle 
the trustees to a conveyance the State officers 
should have declined it. It was offered under 
that act to acquire that lien, and the State 
officers were bound to accept as offered, or 
reject it. They could not take the money and 
prescribe their own terms of acceptance. 


He examined the phraseology of the 
statute and called _ the attention of 
the esurt to the fact that the 


$3,000,000 was tbe sum specially specified, 
on the payment of which the certificate was 
to issue. The history of State aidto railroads 
was, repeated showing that $25,701,000 has 
been actually paid out by the commonwealth 
for the corporations. He continued: Tae 
Hannibal and St. Joseph, through all these 
dark davs! of financial depression, had eve: 
kept faith with the State, so that not one 
doliar bas the State ever paid for i: either of 
principal or interest, and the Legislature 
possibly gauged its ability to pay too hizh, 
when they determined to make no reduction 
On its loan. 

Sbe ability of the president and directors in 
the financial managemont of the road and 
the fidelity to the interests of the rcead shown 
by its general mansgement, assisted by the 
last few years of anomuious prosperity, alone 
enabled the road to re-establish its credit 
and borrow the money with which the pay- 
ment, June 20, ISS1, Was made, and without 
these fortunate circumstanccs defaultand con. 
sequent loss to the State must have follswe.i- 

Certainly the Company never asked a de- 
diction, and now, whenit has paid toe last 
dollar of principal and the last cent of interest 
due and a few thousand dollars in excess 
thereof, itis told by the executive officers of 
the State, we take your money, but we wil! 
hold you responsible for all interest to ac- 
ctrue until the last bondis due, notwith- 
standing we have the principal sum loaned 
the company in the yaults of our treasury. 

Such a claim in a private transaction would 
meet with a prompt rebuke. 

Theroad issttes the bond, executes the 
mortgage, the bonds are soldin the market, 
ard go into the hands of men who have 
bought them onthe faith ofthis law, their 
money is received by the trustees and paid 
into the State Treasury in the faith that the 
termsoftke law willbe carried out. It is 
received into the State Treasury; and when 
the executive oflicers of the State are asked 
to fulfill the Jiteral terms of the law, the 
trustees are tola,the bondholders are told, 
for the firsttime, You have not paid mon¢y 
-enough, you should have paid interest on the 
bonds until their maturity. 

THE DEFENSE. 

Attorney-General McIntyre based his ar- 
gument for the State Treasurer on these 
points: 

The railroad company, in accepting the 
provisions of this act, must do one of two 
things. They must either pay into the State 
Treasury a certain sum of money or bonds of 
the State outstanding and bearing not less 
than 6 per centinterest, or of the unpaid 
coupons thereof at their par value. But their 
eboice was to pay a sum of moneyinto the 
treasury. 

This sum of money was not to be the 
equal in value of the bonds, liabilities and 
interests,but the equal in amount. This is{the 
only reasonable meaning that can be attach- 
ed to the language ‘‘a sum of money in 
amount.’ But equal in amount to wnat? 
This is the point upon which the issue 
arises. This sum of money is by the terms 
of the act made equal in amount to three 
distinct things. 

1. **To allindebtedness aque or owing bv 
said company to the State. 

2. “All liabilities incurred by the State by 
reason of having issued her bonds and loaned 
the same to said company as a loan of the 
credit of the State. 

3. “Together with all the interest that has, 
and may at the time when such payment shall 
be made have accrued and remained unpaid 
by said company.” 

The $3,000,000, or the bonds proper, repre- 
sent the principal sum due by the raiiroad 
company. ~~ 

If the railroad company can now roll this 
burden from its own shoulders and place it 
upon those of the State it might have done so 
immediately after the passage of the act. But 
it may be asked if the State would be likely to 
want to assume so great aburden. Can it be 
said with any more reason that the railroad 
company Will be any more likely to want te do 
so? Could it be expected that the company 
would desire to come and pay this great sum 
of money into the State treasury at one time, 
and at the same time pay hundreds of 
thousande of dollars in interest in advance of 
ite maturity? The burden of this immatured 
interest, under this act, had to be borne by 
one or the other. It wasthe proper debt of 
the company, made at their uest and for 
their benefit. Lag be ene of which they could 
not escape. The interest yet to accrue on these 
bonds, as shown by this table, is $1,773,390. 
Thisisthe sum thatthe company now asks 
the State to pay for them; a proposition real- 
lv amazing and quite refres for its nov-

The Renegade Dunn. 
From the New York Sun. 


The wbirligig of time is still whirling. Here 
is John Dunn, the **white renegade’ of the 
South African colonies, declared to be a can- 
didate for the throne of Zululand. For the 
last twenty-five years Dunn has been playing 
fast and loose with his reputation, which was 
never great to start with, and he owes his pres- 
ent position as a powerful cbhiefin Zululand 
entirely to the fact that he sold the Zulus to 
the British army after he had gained the con- 
fidence of King Cetywavro, who invariably 
treated him well. Dunn’s experiences are 
not enviable, notwithstanding his success. 
When banned by his fellow white men in 
Natal jand Cape Colony, he tried his luck 
among the Kaflirs. He virtually became one 
of them, as he married Zulu women, lived in 
Zulu villages, and conformed to most of the 
barbarous practices of the Kaffirs. Acquiring 
acomplete knowledge of Zulu, he attracted 
the notice of Cetywayro, who granted him 
valuable trading privileges such as had never 


Kafiir potentate. He was employed in nego- 
tiations betweenthe colonial authorities and 
Cetywayo before the Zuiu war broke out, and 
many of the letters which the King sent to 
Sir Bartle Frere and other rep resentatives of 
England at the Cape were dictated if not ac- 
tually written by Dunn. When Cetywaye re- 
solved to ‘“‘wash the spears of his young men 
in white men’s blood,’? Dunn renegaded and 
went over to the British camp. where he ren- 
dered all the assistance of an accidental 
well-informed traitor to Lord Chelmsford. 
He got his reward. No sooner were the 
forces of the Zulu King dispersed at Ujiundi 
by British shot and shell than Sir Garnet 
Wolseley appeared upon the scene and par- 
celed out Cetywayo’s dominions into minor 
states, of which one ofthe richest and most 
important was given to Dunn in recognition 
of his “faithful services.” If the 1mpudent 
claim which he is now setting up for the throne 
of his former benefactor 1s correctly reported, 
England is simply trying, through the tool- 
Ship of atraitor, to obtain by a subterfuge 
entire control ef all Zululand, which will 
doubtless form a verv desirable annex to the 
colony of Natal.

A FIGHTING ARTIST. 


Duel Between a One-Armed American 
Painter and an Italian Oflicer. 
Paris, Nov. 24, Dispatch te N. Y. Hera'd. 


A correspondent of the Globe sends the 
foliowing trom Rome:-Capt. George butler 
is a tine specimen of Americin manhood. He 


fought very bravely inthe war between tae 
North and South, and was severely wounsied 
at Gettysburg, losing his right arm. Tnhis 
casualty compelled him to leave the service 
anddevote himself to other pursuits. He 
now resides at Rome and is a painter by pro- 
fession. Heis asclever with the sword as 
with tbe brusb, notwithstanding that be has 


only his left hand available. Capt. 
Buticr the other day was Walk- 
ing out with a brother artist, also an 


American, When Signor Mosso, an Italian, ac- 
costed Capt. Butler’s friend. Capt. Butler 
said, *‘Do not answer him, for he is tipsy,”’ 
and immediatly recelved a slap in the ‘face. 
A challenge followed. The antagonists m2t 
at a quarter past five on the afternoon of the 
18th at a spot outside the Porta Cavaleggiers. 
They were attended by their respective se:- 
onds and surgeons, and fought with long 
Italien rapiers, terrible weapons in the hanus 
of strong and skillful men, being very thin, 
and sharp at the point asarazor. They pen- 
etrate with wonderful facility, and are rarely 
used in duels untess mischief is meant. Al. 
though Capt. Butler had had no previous 
grudge against Signor Mosso, he seems to 

ave espoused his friend’s quarrel, and to 
have been determined to wipe out in 
blood the insult of the blow received. Signor 
Mosso is the son of an Italian officer, and is 
employed in the Government tobacco depart- 
ment. He wears evye-glasses. Although an 
excellent fencer and possessing the advantage 
of aright arm, it soon became evident that he 
was no match for his antagonist. After a few 
asses Capt. Butler aimed a thrust at Signor 
ogso0, striking and smashing his eye-glass, 
breaking the steel rim. The rapier glanced a 
little aside and penetrated the flesh between 
the eye and nose. The wound was not dan- 
gerous, but it gave anexcuse to the seconds 
and surgeons to terminate the conflict, an ar- 
rangement which gave little satisfaction to 
Capt. Butler, who had intended to punish bis 
adversary much more severely. The real 
motive ofthe quarrel lay between Signor 
Mosso and Capt. Butler’s artist friend. Of 
course a lady was the ¢teterrima causa. This 
affair has created great excitement in Ameri- 
can society at Rome, especially among 
American artists.
